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Director's Notes

Dear Alaskans,

Although a challenging year, 2008 proved extremely productive and
successful. Early dividend distribution with the inclusion of the Resource
Rebate helped Alaskans at a time when they were facing extremely high
energy costs.

In 2008, HB 166 passed to create the Charitable Contribution program. The
project was a partnership with Rasmuson Foundation, Foraker Group and
United Way of Alaska. My thanks goes to everyone involved, it was a privilege
to work with the professionals from those organizations to bring this project
to fruition.

The division successfully rolled out its new eligibility database on January 1,
2008. The concept for the database was created by our Management Team
and built by our programming staff. Their creativity, expertise and hard work
resulted ina completely new environment for eligibility staff to work within.
The change in software coupled with feedback from the public, has resulted in
stellar improvements to our processes and communications. Increased
personal contact has resulted in the expedition and accuracy of eligibility
decisions and ultimately, fewer appeals.

| would like to thank the employees of the Permanent Fund Dividend Division
for a job well done. From the front lines public response and eligibility staff,
to the less visible, behind the scenes staff, this team really pulled together to
give Alaskans the best customer service possible.

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Background

The Permanent Fund Dividend Division's (PFDD) yearly cycle starts January 1 when the application period opens. Alaskans
may submit an application for a Permanent Fund Dividend during the filing period, January 1 to March 31.
Currently, the busiest times of the filing period are the month of January and the last week of March, the final
week of the PFD filing season.

Applications received electronically are uploaded and electronically evaluated. Applications, supporting
documentation and signature pages received on paper are imaged and keyed into the system and then
electronically evaluated.

The work of making eligibility determinations begins as soon as applications are received by the division.
Applications flagged by the division's computer system and requiring further review are assigned to eligibility
technicians for evaluation primarily in one or more of the following areas: establishing residency, breaking
Alaska residency, being absent from Alaska, and/or having the intent to remain in or return to Alaska. Guided
by State of Alaska Statutes and PFD Regulations, eligibility technicians use the applicant information at hand
or from previous years, if needed, contact the applicant for additional information in order to make an
eligibility determination. Many cases can be resolved without contacting the applicant. The current goal of
PFDD is to complete this body of work by the scheduled payment dates in the fall.

Starting April 1, the division will accept claims for garnishments on individuals' PFDs. During May, a list of
applicants and their Social Security numbers are submitted to the Internal Revenue Service for information
matching. Those applicants whose information on file with PFDD does not match the information on file with
the Social Security Administration are flagged. These applicants have the opportunity to correct their
information during the summer months. Those applicants that do not correct their information will be subject
to IRS withholding when their PFD is issued.

During July, the Permanent Fund Corporation transfers funds to PFDD that will be available for PFD
distribution. PFDD calculates the dividend amount and the governor announces the amount in September.

Payment of dividends usually begins in October, with separate payment dates for direct deposits and checks.
In 2008 payments were made in September, including a one time Resource Rebate, on an expedited schedule
due to high energy costs. Payment season is a busy time for public contact, and eligibility technicians have
also been trained to provide customer service as needed, by phone, in person or email.

During late November and early December the division focuses on finishing the work of eligibility
determination, should records still need to be evaluated, preparing for the next filing season and training.

Applicants that disagree with an eligibility decision may choose to file an appeal. Appeals are worked on a
year round basis in a first come, first served manner.

Throughout the year, the division investigates hundreds of applications each year for potential PFD fraud
based on tips or information received from the public. Additionally, the division conducts focused audits and
investigates information that is obtained through the division's internal process and anomalies noted in
processing applications.

PFDD is making a concentrated effort to bring internal technology up to speed as well as bringing applications,
such as the website and phone systems, current with industry standards. PFDD is choosing to invest in
technology that will allow applicants to more efficiently address their concerns and make their own changes to
personal information, such as direct deposit information and address updates, via the PFD website.

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Public Contact

The application filing period, January through March, and the months surrounding the mass dividend
payout(s), are peak public contact times. Continued improvements in the online filing application resulted
in a decrease of contacts in the first half of the year, compared to 2007. Publicity surrounding a higher
dividend, the special Alaska Resource Rebate, and an early payout, resulted in public contact jumping
sharply in August and September. The contacts listed below are people who were assisted by a PFD
employee through the public contact points. One in three telephone calls to the division did not get to an
employee. Some callers received the information that they needed from the automated topic choices,
some hung up when hold times grew lengthy.

The
ACT checkoff first appeared on 1991 dividend applications.
